LOSE 16 REICHSTAG SEATS 


Result Means That Emperor's 
Army, Navy, and Colonial 
Programs Will Be 
Ratified. 
[BY CABLB,TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) | 
BERLIN, Jan. 26, 4 a. m—The election 


yesterday resulted in a complete triumph 
for the kaiser. The socialists were crush- 


ingly defeated. They lost sixteen seats and 


on the reballoting on Feb. 5 they are certain 
to lose more. Their total lose is likely to 
reach twenty-five seats. Their total vote 
may not exceed 1,500,000, whereas in 1008 
they cast 2,120,000 ballots. 

The national Mberals and radicals have 
gained what the socialistslost. The clericals 
about held their own, although they may 
lose several seats on the reballots. 

The conservatives have won six seats— 
two from the anti-Gemites, two from the na- 
tional liberals, and two from the socialists 

Reballoting probably will be necessary in 
175 constituencies, so that complete returns 
will mot be in before Feb. 5. 

The result is an overwhelming victory for 
the government and the kaiser. His army, 
navy, and colonial policies will be ratified by 
the new reichstag. The clericals, whose re- 


fusal to ratify the colonial policy led to the 


dissolution of the last reichstag, need not be 
consulted, 


Crowds Cheer Von Buelow. 
When it became evident at a late hour that 
the government had won, immense crowds 
streamed from the neighborhood of the news- 
paper offices toward the palace in the Wil- 
helmstrasse of Chancellor von Bülow. The 
people massed in front of the building and 


sang Heil dir im Sieges Kran: (Hail to. 


Those with the Crown of Victory). 

Prince von Bülow came out and, advanc- 
ing to the railing of the palace garden, spoke 
as follows: 

Gentlemen, I thank you for your homage, 
and I am especially delighted that your 
national feeling brought you here. My prede- 
cessor in office, before whom we all must 
respectfully bow, said forty years ago, ‘ Put 
the German people in the saddle and it will 
ride soon enough.’ 

“The German people, has shown today 
that it can ride. I believe and hope that 


every one will do his duty also in the re- 


balloting. Then will Germany stand ro- 
mighty before the world. Let 


The crowds then burst in enthusiastic 
cheering and soon after set off for the im- 
perial palace, But on reaching the castle 
bridge over the Spree a strong body of po- 
lice opposed the 8 and forced it back 
With some violence 

The people then formed in line agaln and 
marched down Unter den Linden to the pal- 
ace of the crown prince, Frederick William, 
where they sang and cheered. The crown 
Princess appeared upon a balcony ot the 
palace and bowed repeatedly to the people. 
The crowd then quietly broke up and dis- 
persed. 

Never before has Berlin known such after- 
election enthusiasm and noisy demonstra- 
tions. by singing and cheering crowds. 


Effect of the Election. 
The Lokal Angiger, in a semi-official edi- 
torial this morning, says: 
Chancellor von Bulow's appeal to the 
nonvoters has proved effective. The post-

tion of the social democrats in the next par- 


Hament will be far weaker than it was in 
the last. It can even now be asserted that 
the object of the government in dissolving 
the reichstag has been achieved, as there 
only wanted the transference of some twenty 
votes from the left to the right to secure a 
majority for the conservatives and liberals 
on important questions. The social demo- 
crats’ defeat means the weakening of the 
centrums’ preponderating power on those 
questions, and the government and the bour- 
geoisie will not in the future be compelled 
to rely on them. 


Serious Blow to Socialists. 

The result, too, means a serious blow to 
the social democratic party, almost amount- 
ing to the annihilation of its parliamentary 
importance, especially if, as is generally ex- 
pected, the party suffers several further 
losses on the second ballots on Feb. 5. It 
held eighty seats in the last reichstag. In 
the new parliament it will have not more 
than sixty-four and perhaps fewer than 
sixty. 

Even in Berlin, where the socialists retain 
the five seats they already held, they lost 
heavily in the voting. 


Results in Berlin. 

In the First district the socialist vote was 
275 less than in 1908, while the radicals 
gained 1,800. Dr. Arons, the socialist, and 
Herr Kaempf, the radical candidate, will 
again be before the electors on Feb. 5, but 
it is almost certain that Kaempf will be 
elected. He ia likely to get the 1,800 votes 
cast today for Herr Stockmann, the con- 
servative candidate, and another thousand 
votes cast for the agrarian candidate also 
is likely to go to him. 

In the Second Berlin district, the socialist 
stronghold, Herr Fischer was barely elected. 
His opponent, Burgomaster Reicke, the pro- 
gressive candidate, “polled 7,000 more votes 
than in 1908. 

The socialists carried the Third, Fourth, 
Fifth, and Gixth dietricta by reduced ma- 
jorities, the successful candidates being Her- 
ren Heine, Singer, Schmidt, and Lededour. 


Where Socialists Lose. 

The socialists lose in Leipzig and Esslingen. 
to the national liberals, in K6nigeberp and 
Breslau West to the radicals, and in Breslau 
East to the conservatives.

PANAMA CONTRACT IN DOUBT 


Successful Bidder Must Drop His 
Partner or Lose the Job. 


U. S. MAY YET DO THE WORK. 


President Favors New Plan; Chicago 
Firm May Have Chance. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington. D. C., Jan. 25.—[Special.]— 
William J. Oliver must disassociate himself 
from Anson M. Bangs of New York and se- 
cure other capital and engineering assist- 
ance im order to have his bid accepted for the 
construction of the Panama canal. 

The decision to this effect was reached as a 
result of a conference held this afternoon 
by President Roosevelt, Secretary Taft, and 
Counsel Rogers of the Panama canal com- 
mission. The conference followed a meeting 
of the cabinet, when the president stated the 
result of an investigation he and Secretary 
Taft personally had made into charges in- 
volving the standing of Mr. Bangs. 

It was alleged Mr. Bangs was behind in 
government contracts already, one being in 
connection with the carrying out of the Bay 
Ridge and Red Hook project in New York. 
The attention of the president further was 
called. to the fact that Mr. Bangs is a broth- 
er4n-law of Gaynor of New York, who, with 
his partner, Greene, was indicted for com- 
plicity in frauds at Savannah, Ga., out of 
which their alleged co-conspirator, Capt. 
Oberlin M. Carter of the army; made 
$1,600,000. 

Mixed Up in Gaynor-Greene Scandal. 

It was said that Mr. Bangs had had no 
business connection whatever with Gaynor, 
though it was found, according to a report 
in circulation, that Gaynor had submitted 
a contract in the name of Bangs’ company 
and had reveived payments from thegovern- 
ment under this contract. 

So far as the integrity of Mr. Bangs is con- 
cerned, there is not the slightest question. 
But it is claimed it would be unwise in such 
an important work as the Panama canal to 
give the contract to any one not qualified in 
every possible way to execute it. 

Mr. Oliver, on the other hand, has been 
ale to convince the president that he is 
capable of performing the work, provided he 
can get. capital and engineering talent be- 
hind him in place of the Federal Construc- 
tion company, of which Mr. Bangs is a di- 
rector. Mr. Oliver left this afternoon for 
New York for the purpose of consulting with 
financiers and engineers there. 

The bid he and Bangs made was 6% per 
cent, which was the lowest bona fide pro- 
posal submitted. The 
combination of Chicago bid 12.5 per cent. 

Chicagoans Won’t Reduce Price. 

‘Mr. McArthur stated tonight that even if 

a readvertisement had been ordered he and 
5 associates would not have reduced their 
bid. They have done work all over the coun- 
try for 15 per cent and the government, if it 
accepted their bid, would be securing their

We have no information such as is abroad 
tonight regarding the decision of the presi- 
dent.

There is no doubt whatever in the mind ot, 
the president as to the financial responsibil- 
ity of the McArthur-Gillespie combination. 
This combination includes the McArthur 
brothers, the Gillespie, company, the J. G. 
White company, and the Atlantic, Gulf and 
Pacific company. 

Senator Penrose visited the White house 
in company with Mr. McArthur this after- 
noon, and it is presumed he spoke in the 
interest of the firms which the latter repre- 


gente. 
President Favors Local Men. 


It was learned tonight that the president is 
favorably impressed by the results of an in- 

vestigation into the standing of Messrs. Me- 
Arthur @nd Gillespie. They have shown not 
only that they have engineering talent but 
also that they have the $5,000,000 which the 
proposal required. He believes, however, 
that their bid is too high and he is not certain 
the country would approve it. 

Moreover, since the resignation of Mr. 
Shonts, the proposition to build the canal by 
contract is losing favor. It is admitted that 
Shonts was its strongest supporter, his ex- 
perience having been in that direction en- 
tirely. 

Chief Engineer Stevens, on the other hand, 
believes the work is of a character which 
should be performed by the government, and 
he is convinced it can be done more satisfac- 
torily and expeditiously under his direction. 

It would not be surprising should the result 
of further consideration be the abandonment 
of the contract scheme. This is dependent, 
however, upon the ability of the president to 
receive bona fide bids within 9 per cent of the 
cost of construction. It does not look as if 
such bid will be offered. 


Expect Oliver to Make Good. 


Mr. Oliver is expected to be heard from in 
a few days. It is said the investigation of 
the war department established its ability 
to produce $1,000,000 of the $5,000,000 capital 
required by the specifications. He must show 
that he is backed by the latter figure in order 
to obtain the contract. 

In case he should be unadle to do so then 
the president will decide whether to read- 
vertise for bids or to have the government 
continue the work. In the former event many 
changes undoubtedly will be made in the 
specifications. Bidders have complained bit- 
terly at the requirements imposed, aagerting 
they are unjust and improper. They have 
also charged that in yori ten gad

Nineteen Year Old Daughter of Ex- 
Confederate Officer His Fiance. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 2%.—{Special.}— 
Sefior Don Luis F. Corea, Nicaraguan min- 
ister, whose engagement to Mrs. Jordan of 
Macon. Ga., was broken off because of her 
alleged discovery that he was in part of ne- 
gro descent, will marry another American 
girl, if reports current here are to be trusted. 

The young woman who is said to have con- 
sented to be his bride is Miss India Bell 
Fleming, daughter of Colonel and Mrs. Rob- 
ert L. Fleming. Col. Fleming is an ex-officer 
of the eonfederate army. It is stated a family 
council will be held on Sunday, when final 
settlements and arrangements will be com- 
pleted, and on the following day the engage- 
ment, with the date of the wedding, will be 
made public. 

Seflor Corea is one of the best known men 
here in the diplomatic corps. He was ac- 
credited té this post in 1897, and has been 
prominent since in society. He is a hand- 
some man, of the South American type, and 
resembles a Caucasian in every way. He 
is acharming conversationalist and has many 
friends in the official and social set, and is 
a frequent guest in the most exclusive houses 
of the city. 

Recalls Slur on His Descent. 

Two years ago Sefior Corea s engagement 
to Mrs. Jordan was announced. Reports 
were published that hia blood was mixed, 
and Mrs. Jordan's friends prevailed upon her 
to break me engagement. At the time the 
minister emphatically denied that there was 
trace of negro in his family. He produced 
proof to back up this statement. 

With his friends it was unnecessary for 
him to go to any such trouble, for they ac- 
cepted him at his face value. There is no 
doubt that the Flemings are well aware of the 
reports concerning the minister, and as they 
are of the south it Is undoubted that they 
have taken pains to Inquire as to their ac- 
curacy. 

miss Fleming is said to have had a previous 
love affair, begun at school, but broken off 
before she was introduced to society this 
year. She was born in Washington and at- 
tended school here, but has traveled exten- 
sively abroad. She is said to be attractive. 
She ts only 19 years of age, while Sefior Corea 
is 43. 

Miss Fleming an Heiress. 

Mies Fleming is an heiress. Her mother 
was a Mies Vedder, cousin of Elihu Vedder, 
the artist. 

Sefior Corea is a brilliantly educated man, 
and could have been minister for foreign at- 
fairs of the republic of Nicaragua had he de- 
sired the post. He is a graduate of the na- 
tional college of Nicaragua and of the Central 
university of Guatemala, has taught history, 
ae and mathematics, served as a 
judge, and qualified himself as expert in in- 
ternational law. He is highly esteemed by 
the president and people of his country.

Ask Nurses for Schools. 


A committee consisting of President Rit- 
ter and Trustees Guerin, Robins, and Miss 
Jane Addams of the school board, called on 
Mayor Dunne and Health Commissioner 
Whalen and asked for twenty nurses for 
the schools. 

The committee explained that it was the 
plan to have the nurses visit the different 
schools, and look after the sick pupils. When 
@ pupil was found to be absent, under the 
proposed plan, the nurse will visit his or her 
residence and if the pupil is Ill, will attend it. 

She also will notify the teachers if there 
is contagion in the family, and thus tend to 
check the spread of epidemic. The two city 
officials expressed themselves as favorable 
to the plan, and it is expected that a recom- 
mendation for at least ten nurses will be 
embodied in the annual appropriation bill. 


Ne. Action Against Colwell. 


No further action on the part of the school 
board is anticipated with regard to L. W. 
Colwell, superintendent of the Linne school, 
Belmont ‘and Sacramento avenues, who was 
reported Thursday by Building Inspector 
Toll to be performing his duties at the school 
and at the same time living at his residence 
where one of his children was sick with scar- 
let fever. Mr. Colwell explained the mat- 
ter. 

My little girl was taken lll about a week 
ago and, owing to our inability to obtain a 
servant, I have lived im the house. Before 
adopting this course I consulted Dr. Fran- 
eis E. Thornton, 538 Belmont avenue, and 
he advised me that I might safely do this 
provided I isolated myself from my wife and 
daughter. Last night I called up President 
Ritter over the telephone, laid the whole 
matter before him, and asked if I should 
take up other quarters. He referred me to 
Dr. Spalding of the health department, whom 
1 then called on. Dr. Spalding said that in 
his judgment all sanitary precautions had 
been observed and that I might live in the 
basement of my house, taking my meals else- 
where, without any danger to the children 
of my school. For this reason I do not be- 
Heve that parents should beoome alarmed or 
withdraw their children from school as many 
have done. Up to date there have been about 
sixteen cases of iliness from scarlet fever, 
the attendance being nearly 1.100.“ 


Germs in Cars Destroyed. 


Health Commissioner Whalen conferred 
with Thomas Manning, sanitation expert of 
the Union Traction company, in regard to the 
frequent disinfection of street cars as a 
means to aid in checking the spread of con- 
tagious diseases 

Mr. Manning said the traction company had 
been disinfecting its cars with a 10 per cent 
solution of formaldehyde during the last 
month. and that since the appearance of the 
epidemic the cars on lines known to be ex- 
posed to contagion have been scrubbed thor- 
oughly with the unusually strong prepara- 
tion every two or three days. Dr. Whalen 
said he would order the other traction com- 
panies’ to use similar precautions.

He left 
little property except the house, which passed 
to her with a clear title, and by renting its 
rooms she attempted to eke out a living. 

Because of her age she fared badly with 
her transient guests. Her house became 
run down, she could no longer hire help, and 
her roomers left her.

while these were supplied there was no one 
to keep the fire replenished or to cate for 
her. Miss Fulmer éxpressed her delight that 
the old woman was warmly and comfortably 
housed before the severity of last night’s 
weather, certain to have caused her death, 
had set in.

The city can only purchase the properties 
with the $75,000,000 certificates under the 
Mueller law, unless supplemental ordinances 
for more certificates are passed. If the re- 
newals increage the purchage price there 
should be a provision in the ordinances that 
the amounts added to the purchase price by 
reason of renewals shall not exceed the 
amount which the city is authorized to raise 
by issuance of street railway certificates. 
This suggestion is made for the purpose of 
effecting the purpose of the ordinance, which 
is that the city may be kept in a position so 
that it can end the grant when desired. 

“Tf the suggested limitation is adopted 
steps should be taken as soon as possible to 
increase the possible issue of street railway 


tem is not tmpeded.” 
Bonus Is Declared Hlegal. 


The 20 per cent bonus that the present com- 
panies are to receive in the event that a 
license company wishes to acquire the prop- 
erties is declared an obstruction and illegal. 

It is pointed out that there is no limitation 
upon the part of the companies to subton- 
tract a part or practically all of the work of 
rehabilitation and that such subcontracts 
under the ordinance carry a 10 per cent profit, 
which is added to the 10 per cent contractors’ 
profit allowed the companies. 

It is suggested that the ordinances should 
provide for transfers between the Chicago 
City railway company and the Calumet and 
South Chicago lines whenever the arrange- 
ment can be made.

Mr. Fisher 
said’ he had no objection, and Mr. Magruder 
and Mr. Goodwin conferred with Mr. Fisher 
before presenting their - opinion. 


Police Shielded by Oollins. 


Civil Service Commissioner Joseph Powell 
said there is nothing in the civil service regu- 
lations directly forbidding policemen to cir- 
culate petitions for a referendum and to 
solicit signatures, but charges can be made 
against policemen for neglect of duty, idat- 
tention to duty, leaving post without being 
regularly relieved, and entering places where 
intoxicating Hquors are sold while on duty 
except in the performance of duty. 

“I can’t give an opinion as to the legality 
of the policemen’s work {n that respect, he 
added. for the case may come before me at 
a trial and I don’t want to prejudge it.“ 

Charges filed against policemen must be 
approved by Chief Collins. The chief, who 
gave orders to the policemen to circulate the 
petitions, under direction of Mayor Dunne, 
gaid he would not bring charges against the 
policemen. 

“ The city council ordered the policemen to 
distribute the petitions when it specified 
heads of departments were to place them in 
circulation,” said the chief.

VETERAN BANK CASHIER DIES. 


Ira Pardee Bowen Expires at His Resi- 
dence After Suffering Two Years 
with Bright’s Disease. 


Ira Pardee Bowen, 369 Chicago avenue, 
cashier of the Continental National bank, a 
resident of Chicago since 1856, died yesterday 
morning. Although he had suffered for al- 
most two years with Bright's disease, his re- 
cent iliness was not considered serious and 
his death was unexpected. Mr. Bowen was 
the son of Col. James H. 8 who came 
to this city in the fifties from Little Falls,

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 25.—[Special.]—

ATTACK ON IMMIGRATION LAW. 


Dr. S. Hirschberg of Milwaukee Pleads 
for Wiser Discrimination in Exclud- 
' dng Aliens from America. 


The present immigration laws of the 
United States and the still more restrictive 
measures which are before the present ses- 
sion of congress were strongly condemned by 
Dr. S. Hirschberg of Emanu-E! temple, Mil- 
Waukee, in a sermon on “ Immigration ”’ at 
the regular Friday evening service of the 
north side congregation in the temple, La 
Salle avenue and Goethe street. 

“I do not advocate doing away with all 
restrictions,“ he sald. We cannotafford to 
make this country the dumping grownd for 
the diseased, the anarchistic, and the crim- 
inal of European countries.

Let each individual stand upon his per- 
sonal merits, and be judged for what he is 
rather than what his race is.

No 
nation has a monopoly upon manhood, and 
after all that is the great thing.“ 


MERCURY FALLS TO NEAR ZERO. 


Temperature Registers Two Degrees 
Above, with Indications of a 
Further Drop Today.

Under these difficulties, in which the mis- 
slonary and my Mexican companion per- 
formed prodigies of valor, the market was 
conducted with a fair degree of success, I 
was interested in the further history of this 
market. Our missionary friend shortly wrote 
me that things had been reduced to order; 
that the government had built a market 
house and supplied regular guards to main- 
tain order; that the number of sellers had 
increased and that purchasers flocked to 
buy. 

But all this brilliant promise came to a sad 
end. When we again reached Leopoldville 
the market house was closed, there were no 
signs of interest. It seems that Bula Matadi 
thought the market presented an admirable 
chance for getting even. One day, when the 
stock of kwanga and other foodstuffs was 
exceptionally large, the representatives of the 
law. swooped down upon the sellers, claimed 
that they were in arrears in paymentof their 
kwanga tax, and seized their stock in trade, 
The result was that the market died. 


Good Law Works Badly. 

Among the laws which in their intention, 
perhaps, were good, but in their application 
vicious is one regarding orphan and aban- 
doned children. In native life, unaffected 
by white influence, there could be no difficulty 
regarding such children, If à native child 
were left without mother it would at once be 
taken over by the mother’s family. There 
would be no feeling that it was a burden and 
it would suffer no deprivation. 

Such a thing as an abandoned child, ‘in 
strictly native condition, is scarcely concelv- 
able. According to state law an orphan or 
abandoned child less than 14 years of age 
may be turned over by the court to missions 
for care and education. The mission, of 
course, is entitled to the child’s services 
through aterm of years. Advantage of this 
law has never been taken by Protestant mis- 
sions, but Catholic missions have at different 
times had numbers of children committed 
to their charge and have used their services in 
the development of property. A child of 14, 
the limit of the law’s application, is better 
than a child of 12, because capable of imme- 
diate service. A boy of 15, 16, 17, 18, would 
be still better, but, of course, it is illegal to 
seize a young fellow of that age and employ 
him at such labor. Once committed the child 
remains in the mission’s power until man- 


hood. 
Take Advantage of Law. 

There is no question that the missions tak- 
ing advantage of this law at many times 
séize boys who are beyond the age limit and 
many others who were neither/orphans nor 
abandoned. I myself have seena young man 
who could not have been less than 19 or 20 
years of age, who was married and a member 
of the Protestant church, who had been 
takes by the perés under this law. He was 
brought before the state authorities end im- 
mediately set at liberty. 

Tt is this fact that the native goes con- 
stantly to the missionary with his com- 
plaints; that he looks upon him as the proper 
person to represent his. cause before the 
state officialg; that the missionary himself 
feels it his duty to bring abuses to the at- 
tention of the authorities; that the feeling 
already mentioned between the missionary 
and the state official has arisen. There have 
been, unfortunately, abundant occasions for 
intervention; there have been flagrant and 
cruel things which the missionary hae felt 


called upon to report. 


Too Ready to Complain. 

I do not doubt their honesty. I have some- 
times felt, however, that they have become 
so filled with a complaining spirit that they 
are incapable of seeing any good. I have 
heard them for hours complain of things 
that neither in themselves nor in their re- 
suits were really open to criticiem. I have 
heard them carp and find fault with any 
matter with which the name of the govern- 
ment could be connected. If their attention 
is called to some apparent purpose to reform 
abuses, they shake their heads and say it 
will come to nothing; it is a subterfuge. If 
as time passes the thing assumes the appear~ 
ance of reality, they say there is some hid- 
den and mysterious purpose back of it; the 
state would never do 80 well unless it were 
preparing some new iniquity. The attitude 
of complaint becomes habitual; the ability 
to see improvement seems completely lost.

A dosen such expressions and petitions 
were uttered, but no request for divine wis- 
dom and enlightenment for the rulers. It 
can easily be conceived that where godly and 
pious men cherigh such sentiments toward 
representatives of the state that the feel- 
ings of state officials toward missionaries 
are little likely to be completely: friendly.

NATIVE REVOLT IN THE CONGO. 


Belgian Major and Fifty of His Soldiers 
Hard Pressed—Force Sent to 
Aid Him Ambushed. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 25.—Details regarding 
the revolt of natives in the Manyanga dis- 
trict of the Congo I t State, show 
that Maj. Bolland, with fifty men from 
Luoyl, was recently hard pressed by an in- 
surgent force. Government troops under 
Lieut. Latour sent to reinforce the major 
were ambushed and lost several men. The 
lieutenant was severely wounded. 


Senate Resolution Ready. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.— The senate 
committee on foreign relations today ordered 
favorably reported the substitute for the 
Lodge resolution concerning the Congo Free 
State situation. 

The resolution merely advises the president 
that he will receive the cordial support of 
the senate in any steps he may deem it wise 
to make in codperation with or in aid of any 
of the powers signatory of the treaty of 
Berlin for the amelioration of the con- 
dition of the inhabitants of the Congo Free 
State.“ 25 

The preamble to the resolution sets forth 
that the reports of the inhuman treatment 
inflicted upon the native inhabitants of the 
Congo Free State have been of such a 
nature as to draw the attention of the civil- 
ized world and excite the compassion of the 
people of the United States.“ 


U. S. FORCES TRIAL OF SOLDIERS 


Army Department Oompels Courts of 
Pennsylvania to Proceed on 
Charges of Murder. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 25.—The case of Lieut. 
Ralph W. Drury and Private John Dowd of 
the Ninth United States infantry, who are 
charged with shooting and killing William 
Crowley on Sept. 10, 1908, at the Allegheny 
arsenal, will be called for trial Monday morn- 
ing in the Criminal court. The government, 
itis said, has forced the Allegheny county au- 
thorities to try the case after three years. 

Crowley was shot while being pursued by a 
number of soldiers under Lieut. Drury after 
the former had been discovered looting cop- 
per from the roof of one of the post buildings. 
The shot is said to have been fired by Dowd, 
under orders from Lieut. Drury. 

The war department refused te give Dowd 
up to the Allegheny police, United States 
District Attorney Young, now a judge of 
Allegheny county, had the case sent to the 
Supreme court of the United States, which 
turned the men over to the civil authorities 
for trial. 

Many of the soldiers who know details of 
the affair are out of the service. Cal. Regan, 
commander of the Ninth infantry, who forced 
the gates of Penking, with several of his offi- 
cers, has been kept in this country for th 
last two years to await this trial. 


MORE ACCUSE HARRIMAN LINES. 


Witnesses Testify That Competition Is 
Destroyed and That Tariffs Are 
Unreasonable. 


Portland, Ore., Jan. 25.—Asperting that 
competition between the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific is a thing of bygone days, 
witnesses today before Franklin K. Lane, sit- 
ting as the interstate commerce commission 
in this city, declared that the allied Harriman 
lines charged unreasonable rates for carry- 
ing railroad ties to San Francisco bay points 
in order to prevent the Western Pacific rail- 
road securing Oregon ties. 

It also was declared that the passenger ac- 
commodations on the Oregon Railroad and 
Navigation company and Southern Pacific 
lines are poor; that the steamship service 
between Portland and San Francisco is in- 
ferior today to what it was twenty years ago, 
and is so poor as to greatiy handicap shippers,

SUIT STARTED TO DECLARE GREAT 
NORTHERN STOCK VOID. 


Minnesota Attorney General Begins 
Important Quo Warranto Proceed- 
ings in State Supreme Court—-Com- 
plaint Aims at St, Paul, Minneapo- 
lis and Maniteba Road, Charter of 
Which Iv Declared Void—Bill Asks 
for Its Ferfeiture. 


St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 25.—Attorney General 
Young today began quo warranto proceedings 
in the Supreme court to compel the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Manitoba railroad company 
to show cause why its charter should not be 
forfeited. This company, formerly known in 
this state as the Minnesota and Pacific com- 
pany, is the parent company of the Great 
Northern railway company, which is the 
owner of the Manitoba company’s stock. 

Attorney General Young’s bill covers about 
eighty typewritten pages and goes into all 
the transactions of the Great Northern rail- 
road company with its constituent compa- 
nies, forming the merger’’ known ag thé 
Great Northern railway company. 


Attorney General Explains Suit. 


We have commenced this action,“ Attor- 
ney General Young said, for the reason that 
ever since it transferred its railroad with all 
its equipment to the Great Northern railway 
company on Feb. 1, 1890, the St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis and Manitoba has ceased to perform 
the functions for which it was created and has 
therefore forfeited its right to exist. We 
have joined the Great Northern railway com- 
pany as a party to this action because it is 
the owner of all the stock of the Manitoba 
company, and for the further reason that in 
the alleged purchase of the property a large 
amount of watered stock was issued by the 
Great Northern. We ask that this stock be 
declared void and the payment of further 
dividefids thereon be prohibited. 

„We have proceeded with delſberation in 
this matter on account of the magnitude of 
the interests involved and the great import- 
ance of the questions, both as to the state and 
the companies affected. It will assist in 
understanding the transactions between the 
Manitoba company and the Great Northern 
company to know that the Great Northern 
company was created by the stockholders of 
the Manitoba company, and at the time of the 
transfer of the properties the stockholders 
in both companies were identical. 


Great Northern Not Legitimate Concern 


It seems that the Great Northern ¢om- 
pany was created solely for the purpose of 
making it possible to inflate the capitalization 
of the system by making a sale of the prop- 
erties to the Great Northern at a price in ex- 
cees of their value. It is easy to see why, 
under these circumstances, the Great North- 
ern company should pay a premium of $5,- 
000,000 on the purchase of the stock of the 
Manitoba company. 

We are convinced that the Manitoba 
company is no longer entitled to exist as a 
railway company, and that the speediest way 
to dispose of its claim to exemption from 
the rate of taxes paid by other railway com- 
panies is to have its charter wiped out, in 
which event the Great Northern would be 
obliged to pay taxes at 4 per cent, the same 
as other companies, 

„This suit will involve also the question 
of the company’s right to create a lot of sub- 
sidiary companies, composed of its own stock- 
holders to build all extensions and then 
issue stocks and bonds at will without any 
public supervision, and the right of the 
Great Northern company to divert the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of its capital stock to the 
purchase of the stocks and bonds of such 
subsidiary companies. 

After reading the complaint Chief Justice 
Start tonight ordered’ the writ to be issued 
and directed that a return be made on April 


2 next.

In other words, the kaiser has secured the 
necessary votes for his naval program and 
his tariff policy by making a bargain with 
the clerical party—and the clericals drove a 
hard bargain from the German standpoint. 
For instance, the price the kaiser had to 
pay for the votes which passed his last 
naval program was the removal of certain 
Catholic disabilities imposed by Prince Bis- 
marck in the early history of the empire. 
Again, the kaiser was enabled to pass the 
tariff bill by the votes of the clericais in 
the reichstag. The clericals voted for the 
tariff bill and the Jesuits were permitted to 
return to Germany. 

The national liberal party is the broad 
minded, patriotic party of the empire. it 
is the economic party. Its platform de- 
mands the development of German industry, 
the extension of German commerce. It ie 
ready to uphold the kaiser's colonial party 
and stands by the army and the navy. Yet 
it demands more freedom of speech and 
thought. more liberty for the individual, 
more economy in administration.

KINGSTON, Jan. 25.—Some persons here 
‘are now endeavoring to justify the action of 
Jamaica's peculiar governor toward Admiral 

Davis by circulating a report that members 
of the working party sent ashore from the 
American fleet did some looting. The news- 
papers, however, authoritatively deny such 
reports, and add that the only things the 
American sailors took on board which they 
did not bring ashore were bruised hands and 


feet. 


More light is falling on the extraordinary 
character of Gov. Swettenham, who, wrapped 
in British official reserve of unusual thick- 
ness, refuses to see leading citizens who are 
anxious to proceed with plans to restore the 
city. They are going on ignoring him, but 
without official cojperation, and the results 
are unsatisfactory. 

There is no sign of intelligent organization. 
Various departments of. public service are 
not working together. Some parties search- 
ing for the dead report to the health officer, 
and some to the director of public works. 
Neither knows what the other is doing. 
Scores of bodies are cremated and never re- 
ported. | 

No Record of Dead Kept. 

The absence of central control is responsi- 
ble for uncertainty in the identification of 
the numbers of killed and no estimate of 
the exact number is possible. This is not re- 
garded as creditable to the government of 
the colony, and is bitterly denounced by 
heirs who are thus denied proofs to collect 
life insurance. 

The governor is galloping around the city 
sheuting at petty officials and attending to 
detalls in charge of subordinates, and in 
the meantime delegations of various city 
boards wait in vain to see him at head- 
quarters house. 


REVERSES RUSS NAVAL PLAN. 


Czar Issues Ukase Concentrating Re- 
sponsibility in Hands of Min- 
ister of Marine. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan.: 26.—The first step 
in the proposed internal reorganization of 
the Russian navy was taken today by the is- 
suing of a uKase which revenes the system 
of decentralization that has existed for the 
last ten years and concentrates the power 
and responsibility for the direction ot the 
fieet in the hands of the minister of marine. 
Under this new order Admiral Dikoff, who 
Was appointed a few days ago to succeed 
Vice Admiral Birtleff.as commander in chief 
of the fleet, becomes virtually the command- 
ing admiral, and is in direct charge of all 
ships, their personnel, and the technical 
strategic administration of the navy.

PROMISES IRISH _ UNIVERSITY. 


James Bryce Tells Pre Presbyterians and 
Catholics of Plan to Give Isle 
National School. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 25.—Replying to deputations 
representing Presbyterian and Catholic in- 
terests, James Bryce, newly appointed am- 
bassador of Great Britain to the United 
States, today at Dublin Castle, outlined the 
intention of the government to create a na- 
tional university for. Ireland. 

He sald the government has decided to 
create a new college in Dublin, entirely free 
from any theological test. It is to be fur- 
nished with adequate buildings and appara- 
tus. Its governors at firet are to be appoint- 
ed by the crown, but subsequently partly by 
the crown and partly by the teaching staff. 
An annual sum sufficient to place the col- 
lege on a proper footing will be granted. 

When this new college is established the 
Royal university of Dublin is to be dissolved 
and converted into a national university for 
Ireland, comprising Trinity college, Dublin, 
the new college, and the existing colleges at 
Belfast and Cork. 


ALFONSO AVERTS CHURCH WAR. 


Spain’s King Recalls Senor Maura te 
Join Strong Conservative Ministry 
—Angers Anti-Clericals. 


MADRID, Jan. 25.—With five liberal min- 
istries wrecked in eighteen months, owing 
to the Irreconciliable differences between the 
leaders, King Alfonso today decided that 
he had no alternative except to recall Befior 
Maura, the ex-premier and leader of the con- 
eervatives, and ascertain what a strong con- 
servative cabinet can accomplish. The re- 
ligious issue has been the root of all the 
dissensions and the accession of Sefior Maura 
to power is regarded as a sweeping victory 
for the clericals and is likely to arouse a 
revolutionary spirit. 


News Gratifies Vatican. 
ROME, Jan. 25.—The news that King Ab 
fonso has approved a conservative minis- 
try with Sefior Maura as premier is received 
with much gratification at the vatican, where 
Maura is described as the greatest statesman 
in Spain. 


Pennsylvania Road Names. Forester. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 25.—E. A. Sterling, for- 
merly assistant forester in the department of agri- 
culture, was appotnted forester of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad today. Mr. Sterling will be the first 
forester of an American railroad. It is proposed to 
plant trees systematically to furnish a cross tie 
supply in future years.

TALE OF LEVEE ADVENTURE 
IS HELD FALSE BY JUDGE. 


Mrs. Martha Heisen’s Story of Being 
Attacked Disagrees with Accounts 
of Others—Court Thinks All Lying. 


Municipal Judge Newcomer, in the Har- 
rigon street police court, yesterday afternoon 
investigated an involved story of an ad- 
venture in the levee district that led to the 
arrest of Mrs. Martha Heisen, 2526 Calumet 
avenue, last Tuesday night. David Lewis, 
keeper of a saloon at 182 Pighteenth street, 
his negro porter, &nd Mrs. Heisen all ap- 
peared to answer to a charge of disorderly 
conduct.

She 
became unconscious, she said, and, while in 
that condition, was attacked by six negroes. 
When she regained consciousness, according 
to her testimony and that of Miss McFar- 
lane, she complained to Lewis and insisted 
that the police be called. When the police 
arrived the negroes had escaped. 

“T have little doubt but that every one of 
the witnesses who testified here today lied to 
me,’ said Judge Newcomer. “ These women 
and all the other witnesses disagree upon 
the evidence and there is nothing on which 
to hold any of the defendants. I can only 
censure the policemen for failing to bring In 
the negroes who were charged with attack- 
ing the woman.“

MOVED BY DR. DE BEY. 


‘Wiley W. Mills Seconds and For- 


mer Anti-Combine Resolu- 
tion Is Ignored. 


Dr. Cornelia De Bey, chief denouncer of. 


the “book trust,” yesterday made the mo- 
tion which resulted in the unanimous in- 
dorsement by the school management com- 
mittee of the trust made spelling book. 

The motion to recommend to the board the 
adoption of the Hunt speller, published by 
the American Book company, the so-called 
* 5 Raga trust,” was second by Trustee Wiley 

W. Mills, assistant chief denouncer ot the 
octopus. 

Unless some of the Harrison members of 
the board carry out their threat to make the 
Dunne reformers Stand by their anti-trust 
resolution or eat it (this is a quotation 
from a Harrison member) the action of the 
echooPmanagement committee put an end to 
the spelling book controversy. 

I think I'll insist on the enforcement of 
the resolution,“ declared one of the old time 
members after the meeting, “ as I distinctly 
remember that not long ago it was said by 
the Dunne members that the board was in 
control of the book trust and that by the 
use of money the trust had gained control 
of school boards all over the country. The 
reversal of form amazes me. I think the 
anti-trust resolution should be enforced. I 


believe the trust speller is the best, but when 


the question of the book trust was coneid- 


-ered last fall the question of the superiority 


of the books was lost sight of.“ 


Dr. De Bey Makes the Motion. 

As soon as the school management com- 
mittee had reached the stage in its proceed- 
ings at which a motion to recommend a 
book was declared to be in order, Dr. De 
Bey moved the adoption of the progressive 
course in spelling, compiled by J. N. Hunt, 
published by the so-called book trust.“ 
At once Trustee Mills and one or two othe 
committee members shouted their seconds. 

Before the motion was voted on Trustee 
Louis F. Post said he wanted to know from 
Superintendent of Schools Cooley which of 
the three books he had named as the best 
obtainable he would offer as a first choice. 

“If a majority of the committee want me 
to make a recommendation I'll do it,“ an- 
nounced Supt. Cooley, evidently bearing in 
mind the fact that during the reader fight he 
had been divested of the right to recommend 
text books. 

A vote was taken. It was unanimous to 
ask Supt. Cooley for his opinion. 


Supt. Cooley Tells His Choice. 

Supt. Cooley, who had named the Pro- 
gressive, the National, and Mayne’s spellers 
as his three favorites, said: 

“ Aside from one point I would come to a 
conclusion and decide instantly. I object 
to s many diacritical markings as appear 
in the Hunt speller. Otherwise I would fa- 
vor it.” 

Supt. Cooley compared the three books, 
pointed out the good and bad features in each 
one, and concluded by practically recom- 
mending the Hunt speller. 

Both the speller for the five higher grades 
and the one adapted to the three upper grades 
were adopted, and the committee voted to 
make the use of @ speller entirely optional 
with the principals and teachers.

ALLIS-CHALMERS ACCUSED 
OF IMPORTING MEN TO WORK. 


Robert Jones Tells of Coming Out from 
London to Montreal and Being Sent 
to c 


e of the charge of the United States 
government against the Allis-Chalmers com- 
pany for the alleged importation into Amer- 
ica of Robert Jones and three. other employ és 
of the Allie-Chalmers. plant in London was 
begun before a jury in Judge Landis’ court 
yesterday. 

Jones was the first witness to testify. He 
said he and nine others employed as molders 
at the British plant were sent to Montreal 
to work in the company’s plant there, but 
that all of the men were unable to find work; 
that 8. A, Hoffman, foreman at Montreal, 
arranged for the transportation of the party 
to Chicago, providing them with paseports 
and $60 for expenees, in addition to deeds to 
real estate owned by Hoffman, which Jones 
said he was told to exhibit if the immigration 
officials questioned him as to hie identity 
‘and right to enter. 

The party ie alleged to have come into 
the United States via Niagara, after failing 
to secure admission through other ports. 

On their arrival here they were met at the 
railroad station by C. F. Morey, manager of 
the National Foundry. association, who said 
he received telephone instructions from Mil- 
waukee to meet the men and direct them to 
the plant in Chicago. 

When the men went-to the plant at Twelfth 
street and Washtenaw avenue and found a 
strike on they refused to work and appealed 
to the government officials. 

William Cameron and James Greenwood, 
workmen said to have accompanied Jones, 
told the court they applied to the superintend- 
ent of the Chicago plant as the men from 
Montreal.“ 

The Chicago branch of Allis-Chalmers com- 
pany denies importing the men, and allege 
that they are not responsible for anything 
done by the officials of the Montreal office. 

The government relies upon the alleged 
ownership of the Chicago and. Montreal 
plants by practically the same persons to 
secure conviction. The penalty sought is the 
imposition of a fine of $1,000 for each of the 
workmen said to have been imported. 

J. P. Frey, editor of the Iron Molders’ Jour- 
nal, and James Brown, member of the execu- 
tive committee of the Iron Molders’ National 
union, were present at the trial. 

The hearing will be continued this morning.

It was not the intention of the council 
that policemen should be taken off their 
regular work to place copies of the peti- 
tion in saloons, barber shops, and other 
populer resorts. That should have been 
attended to by the men who have been 
calling out for a referendum. Still, it 
should not have taken the police force 
more than a day to distribute petitions. 

Least of all was it the intention of the 
council that policemen, firemen, building 
inspectors, school teachers, or anybody else 
in the city’s employ should be set to work 
soliciting signatures to petitions. If it had 
imagined that anything of the kind would 
be done it would have given orders to the 
contrary. It is true that the mayor is 
unxious to get signatures for a referendum, 
but if he had had more regard for the 
official proprieties he would have given 
orders that no subordinate should attempt 
to curry favor with him by neglecting his 
duty to badger meh for their names. A 
policeman importuning men in a barber 
shop or on the streets for signatures when 
he ought to be on the lookout for crimi- 
nals is a sorry sight. It is no wonder 
that the people living in neighborhoods 
where hojdups are frequent are indignant 
that policemen are detailed to help out 
the referendumites.

” have been filed it has been a matter 
* little consequence to the council whether 
the petitions were genuine or fraudulent. 
It is not so this time. The council has 
voted to postpone action on two important 
ordinances for two months if the genuine 
signatures of a certain number of reg- 
istered voters can be secured to the peti- 
tion blanks it has ordered printed. There- 
fore, the council is entitled to an assur- 
ance that the referendum petition, if filed, 
has the proper number of bona fide signa- 
tures. Its hands should not be tied for 
two months by a fraudulent petition, none 
the less fraudulent because filled out with 
names borrowed from some petition not 


authorized by the council 


The attorney of the election commis- 
sioners is quoted as saying that any ref- 
erendum petition will be thoroughly ex- 
amined, The council has a right to de- 
mand that. It has a right also to demand 
that the inquiry, while thorough, shall be 
rapid. If the petition be worthless by 
reason of fraud the council should know 
it Ru Soon as possible so that it may pro- 
ceed forthwith to settle the traction ques- 
tion and give relief to a distressed com- 
ey, 


GET OUT OF THE COAL BUSINESS. 

Last year the interstate commerce com- 
mission investigated the Baltimore and 
Ohio and some other easterm roads which 
have a heavy coal traffic. 
the companies had in one way and an- 
‘other large interests in coal lands, and 
that this led to discriminations which were 
most injurious to independent mineowners. 
It ascertained also that some roads had 
corrupt officials who always had coal cars 
for mining companies in which they had 
been given stock or from whose officers 
they had received bribes, while mineown- 
ers who did not use these methods could 
get no cars. 

The commission has reported its discov- 
eries to congress and has added to its 
report some timely’ recommendations. 
Some of them are designed to secure the 
fair allotment of care among coal pro- 
ducers. The justice of the requirement 
that there should be rigid fmpartiality by 
a road in dealing with its patrons is mani- 
fest. 
among its shippers, and when it is learned 
that it practices gross favoritism there is 
manifest need of regulation. There should 
be nobody in either house of_congress to 
object to legislation in the interests of fair 
play as between shippers. It should not 
be left in the power of @ railroad or any 
of its officials to discriminate between coal 
shippers, as has been the case. 

Another recommendation is that after 
a reasonable time carriers engaged in in- 
terstate commerce shall not have any in- 
terest, directly or indirectly, in operated 
coal properties, except such as are exclu- 
sively for thelr own fuel supply, and that 
none of their officers or employés shall 


When a railroad is mining coal in compe- 
tition. with private owners and is the car- 
rier of their coal as well as of its own, 
impartial treatment of competitors can- 
not be looked for. The temptation to take 
advantage of them is too strong to be en- 
tirely resisted. No road should be per- 
mitted to be both producer or shipper and 
carrier. It should be restricted to its legit- 
imate business of carrier. That is so 
plain a proposition that if the railroads 
do not speedily. réeognize its justice and 
get out of the coal mining business of 
their own accord legisiation will be en- 
acted to put them out.

Wisconsin has had a small geological 
survey appropriation for a dozen years or 
more, and the whole state has been sur- 
In some quarters much addi- 
tional has been accomplished. But the 
activities of the last decade have only em- 
phasized the importance of what remains 
to be done. What once appealed to the 
few who were pioneers and enthusiasts in 
geology now attracts the attention of the 
many who realize the importance of what 
once seemed much of a fad. Theoretical 
geology has given place to commercial 
geology. 

Wisconsin serves as a type in this mat- 
ter. A similar condition prevails in other 
western states. The natural resources 
have not been fully appreciated until now. 
Regions counted of little worth have be- 
come centers of the oil and gas industry. 
Hills used for forests or for grazing pur- 
poses have been found underlaid by coal 
measures. Water courses which have run 
their way to the rivers and lakes without 
obstruction have been shown of boundless 
possibilities in manufactures. 

The government of the United States 
seems inchined to make a careful exami- 


nation into the natural resources of its 


unsotd lands with a view to exploiting 
them for the public good and ihcidental 
revenue. New sufveys are to be made and 
lands which have hidden values unéder- 
neath them are to be withheld from sale. 
Some enthusiastic people confidently ex- 
pect great results following this new 
policy. that r thought of the com- 

the plan is an admirable 
one. 

So many new things have developed of 
late years_that no state which is rich in 
natural resources can afford to be content 
with the surveys of a dozen years ago. A 
legislature should be quick to respond to 
any proposition which may have great pos- 
sibilities resulting from it for the future 
wealth of the state. It is quite likely 
that the next few years will see a careful 
examination of conditions in a number of 
western states which are just beginning 
to realize the great value of their natural 
resources.

Rochfort Maguife hails from County Lim- 
erick, being the eon of a Protestant parson, 
and as a boy was so delicate that he had to 
resign a naval cadetship, after having grad- 
uated from the Britannia. Afterwards he 
went to Oxford, where he made the ac- 
quaintance of Rhodes, who, it may be re- 
membered, returned himself to that univer- 
sity for the purpose of completing his edu- 
cation, after haying made a name for him- 
self in South Africa. Maguire did well at 
Oxford, achieving the same honor as the 


late Mr. Gladstone of winning a double 


rst with his degree. Besides this, he dis- 
tinguished himself in sports, and rode the 
winner at the open steeplechase at Christ 
church, leaving the alma mater as fellow of 
all souls, which meant a couple of thousand 
dollars a year from the university. From 
Oxford he went to the bar, from the bar to 
Hongkong as private secretary to the gov- 

ernor, and then joined the diplomatic serv- 
ice. He was assigned to the embassy at 
Paris, and it is related that on one of the 
first Sundays after his arrival in the French 
capital he accompanied his chief, who hap- 
pened to be Lord Lytton, to the races at 
Longchamps. The ambassador was wearing 
a heavy fur coat, which he took off and 
threw to Maguire. The latter was not ac- 
customed to the oriental manners which Lord 
Lytton had acquired as viceroy of India, and 
he flung the coat to a flunkey, remarking that 
Lord Lytton must have made a mistake in 
thrusting it upon him. That ended Maguire’s 
career in the diplomatic service, and he went 
out to South Africa to join Cecil Rhodes and 
to obtain for him céncessions from King 
Lobengula by the means above described. 

— 


Then came the time when Rhodes became 
anxious for the support of the Irish in par- 
liament, and made his donation of $100,000 
to the funds of that party. At the same time 
he arranged with Parnell to have a personal 
representative of his own in the councils of 
the nationalist camp, and nominated for the 
purpose Rochfort Meguire, who was at 
once elected for the division of Donegal on 
the nationalist ticket at the instance of Par- 
nell. He remained loyal to the latter, even 
after the split in the Irish party, and the 
extent to which Parnell appreciated this at- 
titude at a moment when all the men whose 
political fortunes he had made were turning 
against him is shown by the fact that he 
appointed Maguire as one of the executors 
of his will. Maguire sacrificed his seat for 
Donegal to his fidelity to Parnell, but not 
long afterwards married the Hon. Julia Peel, 
eldest daughter of Viscount Peel, who was 
for so many years speaker of the house of 
1 and a son of the great Sir Robert

From that time forth Maguire became Cecil 
Rhodes’ principal representative in London 
and even in the most troublous times mani- 
fested the same tact, coolness, and imper- 
turbability which carried him through his 
mission to Lobengula. He visits South Af- 
rica periodically, and both he and his wife 
were with Cecil Rhodes throughout its siege 
in the Boer war.

Last summer I noted in these letters the 
marriage in Paris of Don Maffeo Prince Bar- 
berini Colonna de Sciarra to the daughter of 
the marquis de Bonneval, and who has long 
been an exile from his native land. And now 
I have to place on record the sale by public 
auction at Rome of the historic Sciarra palace 
on the Corso and of all the ancestral treas- 
ures which had been left after the compro- 
mise with the Italian government, accord- 
ing to which the latter have taken over some 
of the principal paintings, leaving the others 
at the disposal of the prince or-of his credit- 
ors. It is the Atter who have now placed the 
stamp of ruin upon this celebrated family of 
the Roman patriciate, and while the prince 
is living as best he can in Paris, upon the 
dowry of his wife and upon the proceeds of 
the old masters which he has been able to 
smuggle abroad, and to sell to the French 
amd English Rothschilds,’ his aged and wid- 
owed mother, whom he bas abandoned toher 
fate, has been turned out of the palace and 
compelled to seek refuge in a convent, where, 
by direction of the pontiff, not only apart- 
ments have been placed at her disposal but 
an allowance of $60 a month allotted to her 
from his private purse.

This is indeed a sorry ending for the de- 
scendant of that all powerful Stefano Sciarra 
Colonna who on Dec. 7, 1808, administered 
personal chastisement to Pope Boniface 
VIII. by boxing his ears, an incident which 
has been placed on record by a number of 
historians and poets, notably by Dante. That 
the old princess should receive pecuniary as- 
sistance from the vatican is, after all, right 
and proper, for she as well as her husband, 
the late prince, has always been a stanch 
adherent of-the papacy, declining to hold any 
intercourse with the house of Savoy. 

Her only son, Don Maffeo, however, was 
more progréssive. After 1870 he threw in his 
lot with the quirinal, and during the real es- 
tate boom which signalized the first and even 
second decade following the proclamation 
of the Eternal city as the national capital of 

Italy, not only squandered his entire fortune 
but likewise overwhelmed himself with debt 
in real estate speculation and foolish indus- 
trial enterprises, winding up with the cre- 
ation of a daily paper, the Tribuna, which 
from a financial point of view proved quite 
as unlucky as all his other ventures.

not have failed to discover the striking origi- 
Mality and the inherent musical strength that 
lie im thie greatest of the talented Finnish 
composer's creations, For the New York 
critics are men who know. It must have been 
that the performance there was inadequate 
as regards the e part. 


The Thomas ee patrons received 
the new concerto with unmistakable 3 
proval. The work itself is short, requiri ng 
less than a half hour for performance b 
the listeners were held deeply interested and 
attentive from beginning to clése, and when 
after hearty recalls for Miss Powell she 
came back, and it was seen that the last 
movement was to be repeated, everybody 
smiled with satisfaction. Many gladly would 
have heard the entire concerto a second 
time. 

It is a work strikingly original—one of the 
most original musical messages sent into 
the world in recent years. It is northern in 
spirit, so strongly so that it seems more 


pronouncedly national than any other uttér- > 


ance that has come as yet out of either the 
Scandinavian or the Russian schools of 
music. It is heavy with the sadness and the 
longing that the world associates with the 
northern character, and it has also an abun- 
dance of that wild, mad spirit of abandon 
which belongs to that character and finds its 
expression in the music and songs to which 
the people dance. 

Much of it is music which sounds strange to 
our ears, and at first seems hardly beauti- 
ful, but as it ts listened to its beaut} in- 
creases, it fascinates, it pleases, and it moves. 
It is as though a whole nation spoke—a na- 
tion which has been great, but has suffered, 
and still is suffering. The background is 
almost forbiddingly dark—the orchestra 
groans and growls and threatens, and then 
again it dashes wildly into sharp, snapping 
rhythms that tell of dancing and reveling. 
But strangely and darkly written as is this 
orchestral score it sounds It has dis- 
tinct character, and many parts of it are 
wonderfully beautiful in coloring and tonal 
shading, and against this alternately somber 
and wild background the solo part stands out 
astonishingly clear and effective. For it, too. 
is written in similar dark, impassioned, oft- 
entimes flerce, mood.

The first of the three movements is like an 
improvisation. It is built up on two clear 
cut, original themes, but it moves with a 
freedom and a fantasy which suggest ex- 
tempore playing rather than written com- 
position. And it is all truly violinistic—in- 
tensely difficult, and yet lying well within the 
limits and the character of the instrument. 
It has the keen, poignant sadness of the 
north in it, and yet it is wild as the impas- 
stoned improvisation of the Hungarian 
BYPSY. 

The second movement is an Adagio of sur- 
passing beauty and greatness—a. mighty 
song, dark and somber, but filled with emo- 
tion that is both genuine and big. And the 
last movement ig a brilliant rondo, built up 
of material clearly of folk music character 
and containing the same spirit as lives in 
their dances and songs. 

It is a work of true significance—one of the 
most important that the season has brought 
to us—and the performance was truly mas- 
terly. Miss Powell is such a comfortable 
artist. There is nothing of pose or virtuoso 
affectation and airs about her. She loves 
the work she is doing, and her heart, soul, 
and mind are wholly in it. The public and 
the concert surroundings are forgotten, and 
only the task in hand claims her attention, 

She showed keenest pleasure im the splen- 
did work the orchestra did; and there was 
such fine sympathy between her and Mr. 
Stock and every one of the men in the or- 
chestra that the performance took on the 
nature of a triumph for all concerned. Of 
her individual work no words too high in 
praise can be spoken. She commands a 
technic which places her among theforemost 
of the world’s violinists, and yet so sub- 
servient is this technic made to musical ex- 
pression and meaning that it is wholly lost 
sight of. She is a virtuoso in technic and 
ability, but an artist and unfailing musician 
—@ great one—in spirit. It was an afternoon 
long to be remembered.

Mr. Stock had surrounded the Sibelius Con- 
certo with compositions entirely of the north- 
ern school, Sinding’s “ Rondo Infinito be- 
gan the afternoon. The composition has no 
apparent connection with the Drachmann 
poem which bears the same title and is 
quoted by the composer, but aside from any 
„meaning the work ig.of attractive bril- 
liancy, musically strongly made, with fine 
melodic sweep and full rich coloring, and is 
a number which, given as it was yesterday, 
with abundant verve and firmness, should be- 
come widely popular. 

Balakireff’e C major Symphony followed. 
It has all the merits and also the shortcom- 
ings which mark the Russian works. It is 
built on themes that are true themes in that 
they are melodies rather than a few notes 
and it has many moments which melodically, 
harmonically, and orchestrally are of won- 
derful beauty. It is diffuse, however, and 
wanders so in form that it oftentimes seems 
illogical and not infrequently unduly long. 
The first movement suffers particularly from 
this ind@finitenese and want of compactness, 
The scherzo is a charming piece of writing, 
and the slow movement has much of beauty 
to lend it appeal. 

The Capriccio Espagnol of Rimsky-Korsa- 
kow followed the Concerto and ended the 
program. It is a brilliant, captivating work 
and was played in exhilarating fashion by the 
orchestra.

To the American who reads one of his 
copious and leisurely novels two distinct 
ideas present themselves—two somewhat 


of his outlook on life; the second the es- 
sentially Italian character of his humor, his 
pathos, and his delineation. In other words, 
“THE PATRIOT,’ the book now under dis- 
cussion, is the perfection of the “local 
novel, presenting, as it does, the distinctive 
e e of the people of an Italian village 
in the middle of the last century, and with 
so true an art that it makes a universal ap- 
peal and the characters cease to be aliens 
and become neighbors—nay, members of the 
household. It is not that they cease to be- 
long to their own country, their village, or 
their particular period, but that the reader 
by the force of sympathy and almost of 
identification becomes for the time being 
himself of that time and place. 

It cannot be said that THE PATRIOT,” 
the title the translator has chosefi to append 
to the English edition, is appropriate. True, 
Franco Maironi was a man of patriotic en- 
thusiasms, but at the same time he was an 
ardent Catholic, and the true struggle of 
the book lies not in the rising of the Pied- 
montese and other patriots against Austria 
go much as in the warfare between Franco's 
churchly devotion and the rationalistic in- 
tegrity of his wife.

existence,” and they cannot subordinate 
their progeund spiritual convictions to the 
chance happenings of life. They cannot eat 
and sleep together without correspondence of 
thought. Marriage means something more 
to them than housing under the same roof. 


They are surrounded by a most diverting 
group of human beings. Fogazzaro is not 
merely conscious of the upper classes. A 
servant means as much to him ag a count, 


the servant may be better material than the 
count. So he exploits alike the high and low 
of the two villages of Oria and Valsolda 
among the northern hills. The villas, the 
belvideres, the streets, and the interminable 
stairs, the lake and the.landings, are all 
made familiar. One knows intimately the 
paths these people walk, the habits of their 
lives, and the emotions that dominate them. 
The reader even is able to estimate what the 
characters are likely to do, and when the 
book closes itis with no sense of finality that 
it is laid aside. Merely the author appears 
to have told all there is to tell for the day. 
The stream of life which he has been describ- 
ing flows on as full, as significant, as richly 
freighted, as beautiful, and as terrible as 
ever. Other volumes seem inevitable, and 
the other volumes have been written. 

One notable characterigtic is that essential- 
ly Latin one of making the vices and the 
virtues epic. The Italians appear to have 
retained that quality which is so noticeable 
in the ancients, of reaching heights and 
depths of human feeling and action of which 
the adroit Anglo-Saxon compromiser is all 
but incapable. When the Italian is high 
minded greater disinterestedness, pride, and 
generosity it would be impossible to imagine. 
When he is swayed by evil motives a more 
malicious, meddling, treacherous, or un- 
scrupulous enemy it woyld be impgssible to 
find. But though this has been emphasized 
in The Patriot it must not be inferred 
that Fogazzaro is therefore lacking in sub- 
tlety. The opposite is true. There is an ex- 
quisite nicety in his delineations. His crea- 
tures are as warm, variable, impulsive, and 
ardent as if they stood in the room—or rather 
the dene, pee, of standing with them 
in those rooms with their beautiful out- 
looks, where they lived and loved, conspired 
and dreamed. 

The plot of the story is immaterial and 
need not be recounted. It is the life of the 
book that is to be lived, and one does not 
hesitate to pronounce it the work of one of 
those genial, wholesome, humanitarian mas- 
ters who in making of themselves realists 
yet recognize that all true realism includes 
the ideal, and who in depicting the evil or 
the grotesque know that at its utmost it is 
but the foil and contrast of what is normal 
and good. |

“Must Be Stopped,” Says Mr. Cruden. 

“This is the kind of advertising that must 
be stopped and we propose to go after the 
employment agents until it is stopped, said 
Mr. Cruden. ‘“‘ THs TRIBUNE has done valu- 
able service in its efforts to keep such ad- 
vertising out of its columns. 

“If employers of labor really knew that 
by applying to fee agencies for their help 
they are forcing the men and women they 
employ to pay a whole week’s salary for the 
position, I believe they would do their own 
advertising,” said Mr. Cruden. “If they 
were too busy/to do that, they probably 
would seek their help through the free em- 
ployment offices. 

To me it seems Hke an injustice to com- 
pel an applicant first to pay a registration 
fee of from $1 to $5 and then charge him the 
whole amount of his first week's wages after 
getting a job.“ 

Fake Agency Solicitor. 

The business of the fake employment 
agency solicitor is another of the eviis which 
the pending measure is designed to correct. 
This scheme is operated something like this: 
A man representing himself as an agent of a 
railroad construction contractor rounds up 
twenty-five, fifty, or a hundred men, saying 
he has steady work for all of them. To get 
the job each of the men pays the agent 
$2. Then the fake agent makes an agree- 
ment with a licensed employment agent who 
happens to have an order for railroad labor- 
ers to take the men off his hands by paying 
the latter $1 a head, leaving the fake agent a 
profit of $1 on each man rounded up.

Chicago and Western Company Files 
Articles of Incorporation—Succeeds 
to Tunnel Corporation’s Rights. 


A preliminary step toward the intended 
establishment of a full fledged independ- 
ent telephone system in Chicago was taken 
yesterday in the filing at Springfield of pa- 
pers for the incorporation of the Chicago 
and Western Telephone company. The new 
corporation is formed for the pu ose of tak- 
ing over and developing the telephone rights 
of the Illinois Tunnel company and is capi- 
talized at $100,000. 

The ineorporators of the company are men 
closely identified with the independent 
syndicate which is organizing the war 
upon the Bell system in the United States, 
They are J. D. Powers of Louisville, Ky., E. 
L. Barbour of Weuseon, O., R. R. Conklin 
of New York, John Shaw of the New York 
Stock exchange, and E. Snyder of Kansas 
City. 

Phe new company probably will take 
over the Illinois Tunnel company's system 
within a few days said S. S. Gregory, at- 
torney for the company. ‘' Other companies 
will be formed as they are needed to bring 
long distance calls on the general systen 
into the city, and it is probable that the local 
company will arrange receive long dis- 
tance connections from the Bell system, if 
the Bell system cares to connect.

of Harvard, amd A. Alonzo Stagg of Chicago. 
Members from the Intercollegiate Athletic 
association were Charles D. Daly of West 
Point, C. M. Savage of Oberlin, James A. 
Babbitt of Haverford, Wiliam L. Dudley of 
Vanderbilt, Henry L. Williams of Minnesota, 
John T. Lees of Nebraska, and Edward K. 
Hall of Dartmouth. 

With the exception of Dudley this was the 
same committee of fourteen which framed 
the new rules last year. Dudley succeed- 
ed F. Homer Curtiss as representative of the 
southern colleges. 

The committee went into session early to 
discuss the question of amalgamation. It vot- 
ed to join forces, and Prof. Dennis was re- 
elected chairman. Edward K. Hall of Dart- 
mouth was chosen secretary to replace Mr. 
Reid of Harvard. Walter Camp was chosen 
to edit Football Rules, a place he has held 
for many years. A committee of three, con- 
| sisting of Prof. Dennis, Mr. Camp, and Mr. 
Hall, was named to codify and publish the 
rules for the season of 1907. 

Talk New Rules and Changes. 
The matter of new rules and changes was 
discussed. In a general way it ie under- 
stood some conclusions were reached, but 
they were not put in the form ofrules. Prof. 
Dennis said that among the things consid- 
ered were the length of the game, the for- 
ward pass, division of the duties of officials, 
modifications in scoring, protection of the 
man making a fair catch, and tackling below 
the knees. 

The committee plans a morning session to- 
morrow, in which all doubt as to the new 
regulations will be removed.

Matters affecting the corsmefcia] interests 
of the cities of the middle weat were discussed 
informally, but no definite action was taken, 
ae the commissioners were not empowered 
to bind their associations to any program. 
The result of the discussion will be reported 
to the various associations, and individual or 
concerted action will follow.“ 

The reciprocal demurrage bill was taken 
up, but many of the representatives had not 
made a careful study of the bill, and further 
discussion was deferred to a future meeting. 


Prize Package Rule Opposed. 

The remainder of the session, which lasted 
three hours, was cogfined to a consideration 
of the recent rule of the railroads permitting 
the loading of prize packages with all kinds 
of freight. Although no vote was taken, it 
was the unenimous verdict of the 
that the rule was a bad one and should be 
abrogated with ap little delay ag possible. It 
Was pointed out that it gives the dishonest 
merchant an opportunity to get the best of 
his competitor, and it is a hard matter to tell 
where ft would end. 

The ruling was designed to cover the ship- 
ments of peanuts and cereals which contained 
spoons and other cheap articles to make the 
purchase appear attractive to the housewife, 
but it also makes it possible for a man to place 
a small quantity of cereal food or peanuts In 
a package and fill it with other goods amount- 
ing to several timese the value of the cereal 
food, and ‘thus get a rate which would not be 
justified by the classificatgon of the articles 
packed as premiums. 

It was the general opinion that the pre- 
mium should be rated according to classifi- 
cation, and then it would not force merchants 
to be dishonest to meet competition. 


Conference on Shipping Held. 

A joint committee of the Chicago Commer- 
cial association and the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ aseociation met with representatives of 
the transportation departments of Chicago 
railroads to discuss rule 23, and after a con- 
ference lasting the greater portion of the 
morning failed to reach any common ground 
of action and the meeting was — 
sine die.
